IN THE CLAIMS; 

Please amend claims 1 , 5 and 6 as set forth below in clean form. Additionally, in 
accordance with 37 CFR 1.1 21(c)(1)(h), the amended claim(s) are set forth in a marked- 
up version in the page(s) attached to this Amendment. 



1 . (Amended) An optical recording medium which comprises at least a 
recording layer comprising an organic dye, a reflecting layer composed of a metal, 
and a protective layer laminated in this order on a light-transmittable substrate, 
wherein the reflecting layer is a thin film comprising silver as the major component 
and satisfying a relative intensity ratio of l(200)/l(1 1 1) > 0.47 when an X-ray 
diffraction intensity by a (1 1 1) plane is designated as 1(1 1 1) and an X-ray diffraction 
intensity by a (200) plane is designated as 1(200) in an X-ray diffraction spectrum 
measured by a e-2e method while an angle of incidence with reference to a surface 
of the light-transmittable substrate is set at e.
